Yet do T not think it rational, for any 
man, ſo to appropriate Eccleſiaſtical af- 
fairs to the Lord, as to exclude him from 
bu intere$}, in thoſe that are Civil: but 
have good reaſon to conclude , that the 
King ſpeaks to both ſorts of Fudges, when 
he ſaith, ye judge not for man, but for 
the Lord.

great natural atilities, and +kilful in all 
thoſe Cauſes which ſhall come before them, 

They ought to have a. general knowledee, 
and comprehenſion of the [aws, and ſil] to 
apply that knowledge to the greateſt variety 
of atttons. 

Without - theſe, it will be impoſſible for 
them to take heed what they do, notwith- 
ſtanding they be, of themſelves , well- mind. 
ed, ana willing to do ju5tly : becauſe leno- 
rance, as forward as it #u,” can hardly be 
more impudent, than 1t 15 weak: " nar tan 

Folly be moreſwiftto diſcover its Preſump- 

tions, by its undertakings; than. it is to 
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teſlifie its Impotency , by its miſcarriager. 
But when Prudence and Experience come 
to be ſuperadded to great natural Abilities, 
and acquired Accompliſhments , they will 
certainly prove the mot excelletit ingredt- 
ents out of which, Care , and Caution can 

be compounded. 
2. [t implyed bereby , that they 
ſhould be enaued with courage, and 
braveneſs of ſpirit, without which, 
Knowledge and Experience will be but in- 
hegnificant words , and ineffettual ſounds. 
Which may ſufficiently appear, from the 
con{1deration of the perſons with whom they 
have to deal ; the high matters,about which 
they are converſant ; the rebukes and pu- 
niſhments they are ſubje# too, from thoſe 
who are above them , the hatred and vio- 
lence -of inferiours, as well as the obloquies 
and evil ſpeeches of the multitude : things, 
whichno man-in the world can be- able to 
cope withall, except he -x endued with an 
ex-

extraordinary ſpirit. Mean fouls are na- 
turally unfit for high imployments ; becauſe 
Cowardice will certainly betray men to baſe 
and ignoble aftions, twillmake them afraid 
of righteouſneſs bothin a [ egal and Evan- 
gelical ſenſe, becauſe it wears a ſword. 

3- Ti implied, that they ſhould be men of 
Vigilance, and Activity ; induſtrious to 
diſcover the Truth in every Cauſe, and wil- 
ling to be guided by it when diſcovered. 
T hough Fuilice it ſelf ought tobe blind, yet 
the Miniſters thereof ought to be all eye ; 
becauſe the great Governour of the World, 
who bath ftiled them Gods , never made 
them Omniſcient : and though be calls them 
by bis Own name, to add Venerattion to their 
Autbortty , yet hath he frequently made it 
evident to themſelves, and the world, that 
they are but Men, by their Failings.”- It 
i the unparallel'd excellency of God that 
He #« Omnipreſent, 1:'&, (as the Schovls' 
interpret it) in-oll places, at all —_— 
Le 
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the ſame indivifible at: and undonbtedly 
he expeits it from all theſe, of whom he 
hath ſaid, ye are Gods, that they ſhould 
endeavour toaſſtmilate themſelves to Him- 
ſelf, by a Politick Ubiquity. From whence 
tis evident, that ſuch high Officers are 0b- 
liged toteſtifie their Fidelity by their (are, 
their Conſcience by their Circumſpettion. 
Eſpecially, becauſe the lives and fortunes 
of their Brethren are frequently put into 
their hands ; and tu poſſible for them, with- 
out ſuch caution, not only to do unrighte- 
ouſneſs in Tudgment, but alſo to become the 
verieſt Gut-throats and Pick-pockets in the 
world. 

Laſtly, it ® implyed, that they ſhould 
beendued with true Chriſtian piety ; becauſe 
that will be ſure to make them have reſpe 
to the commands, both of God, and the 
King : to the commands of God, for his 
own; to the commands of the King , for 
God's fake... It will make them reverence

Futice, becauſe God is the ' Authour, and 
Archetype thereof ; and twill incline them 
to mederate the rigour of Juflice with lent- 
tives of Mercy, 7 they ſhould tranſgrefs 
the rules of true Chriſtian charity. 

You ſee how neceſſary it is for them to be 
cautious, and careful, both from the nature 
of the thing it ſelf, and alſo from the Com- 
mands of God, and the King, To which { 
may, moſt juſily., ſuperadde the confidera- 
tion of the Age in which we live, This calls 
for the height of Wiſdom, the greateſt Abi- 
lities, the braveſt ſpirits, the moſt eminent 
Attivity, and the beſt grounded Religion. 
Becauſe the pureſt Church, which Chriſt 
hath-this day upon Earth , and the beſt of 
eMonarchies, are deſign d to be ſubyer- 
ted and ruin'd by men of the moſt different 
Principles, and Intereſts, The Feſuites 
abroad, and: the Fanaticks. at: bome, are 
cloſely engaged in undermining both, 
T be former will own no «Allegiance to. 

the 
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the King, if it be inconſiſtent with the Su- 
premacy of the Pope ; nor think the vileſt 
murthers or treaſons ſinful, if they will but 
promote their Hierarchy. 
And the latter behave . themſelves as if 
they were of different interefts, both from 
the (Church . and Kingdom ) and it were 
chiefly incumbent npon- them to ballance 
Prerogative with Property. T bey there- 
fore ſtudy the King's Laws, that they may 
be in a capacity to evade hi4 Power; and 
pretend the Laws of God, to take away the 
force of the Laws of the King. T bey are 
ready, upon all occaſtons, to plead the hi- 
berty of the Subjeft, whenever it may prove 
a ſnare to the Government ; and make uſe 
of thoſe Franchiſes and Liberties , which 
have been given by the gracious Kings of 
thu Realm to their once Tal Sabjeds,. to 
deprive their Succeſſors of their Soverergn 
eAnthority. They ſo well underſland'the 
mclmations of the giddy multitude , as, 4t

moFt of their Popular Eleftions, they de- 
{gp to chooſe ſuch Repreſentatives of the 
People, as are beſt qualified to reſtram the 
ſpirit of Princes : as if they were (with the 
degenerating Romans) taſet up the Tri- 
bunes of the People, with thu only deſign, 
that they might beard the Conſular Dig - 
ney. That's the third Truth, | 


Trathty, Give me leave to ſpeak, Yery briefly, to 


the laſt, and I ſhall immediately conclude. 
{t ts thu : T hat all, who are duely advan- 
ced to ſuch Eminent places of Truſt and 
Dignity, have the greateſt reaſon in the 
world, to be faithful tm the performance of 
their Duty ; and that, becauſe God is 
with them in the Judgment. 
| Twcertain, that Omnipreſence 1 an at- 
tribute inſeparable jrom the Divine nature: 
they, that climb np into. Heaven, and they. 
that dig down. into Hell ; they thatutake the 
wings of the morning, and dwell in the ut- 
termoſt parts of the Sea ; and they that co- 
Ver 
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ver themſelves with the moſt opatous dark- 
neſs, can never get out of the fight or com- 
pany of the «Almighty. And yet God bath 
been pleafed to make the promiſe of his 
ſpecial preſence an'aft of Grace , and 
that, whereby he would incourage bu moſt 
eminent Servants in the performance of 
his own work.

God © with. them, and ſtands by 
them; not as an idle Speftator, or un= 
concern'd eAuditor , but as one who gives 
them their beſt Commiſſion , will counte. 
nance, maintain, proteft, and reward them 
for their lawful Ads : but will keep a ſe- 
vere book of remembnwnee againſt them , 
af ever.they force Fundgments. which ſhould
